It’s almost the beginning of summer, and you 
know what that means: Swim season is here. 
But beware. No matter how clean they may 
look, public pools could have nasty germs 
lurking in the water, causing them to be more 
like public bathrooms. 

A recent survey conducted by the Water 
Quality and Health Council found one in five 
Americans admit to using a public pool for 
quick relief (urinating) and seven in lo con- 
fessed to skipping a shower before swimming. 

According to the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, a pre-swim shower re- 
moves sweat, cosmetics and other dirt that 
could mix with chlorine to create irritants in 
pool water. 

Michele Hlavsa, chief of the CDC’s 
Healthy Swimming Program, said, “These ir- 


ritants, not the chlorine itself, cause red eyes 
when we swim and the strong chemical smell 
of some pools.” 

How can this contamination be avoided? 
Make sure you shower with soap and water 
before you jump in the water. Take small chil- 
dren on frequent bathroom breaks. And make 
sure you have a lifeguard or operator who fre- 
quently makes sure the pH and chlorine levels 
in the pool are up to standard. Proper levels 
help keep pools healthy by destroying water- 
borne germs that can cause diarrhea, swim- 


mer’s ear and skin infections. 

“Swimming is not a substitute for bathing. 
Too many people unknowingly treat the pool 
as a communal bathtub,” said Chris Wiant, 
chairman of the Water Quality and Health 
Council. “It may seem counterintuitive, but 
it’s important to shower before you jump in 
the pool to help keep swimming healthy for 
everyone.” 

If you still are leery of pool germs, the Wa- 
ter Quality and Health Council is providing 
free pool test strips this summer so swimmers

Tlie gay and lesbian civil rights movement in 
Illinois has worl^ed for a long time on forging 
a legislative path to marriage equality buoyed 
last year by the passage of a law allowing 
same-sex civil unions. 

But with uncertainty about a gay marriage 
bill moving through Springfield anytime 
soon— the House bill introduced this year 
was pulled midway through the session— ad- 
vocates are opening a new path. 

The gay rights group Lambda Legal and 
the American Civil Liberties Union of Illinois 
each plan to file a lawsuit Wednesday against 
the cleric of Cook County, claiming that not 
issuing marriage licenses to gay and lesbian 
couples violates the equal protection and due 
process clauses of the Illinois Constitution. 

Activists say they will continue to press 
lawmakers to legalize same-sex marriage. But 
these lawsuits mean the judicial system, and 
possibly the Illinois Supreme Court, will play 
a role as well. 

“We always thought this was something 
that had to happen,” ACLU attorney John 
Knight said. “We think it’s time to try in the 
courts, and we’re optimistic about our chanc- 
es.” 

President Obama formally endorsed same- 
sex marriage earlier this month, and his state- 
ment was echoed by Gov Quinn. 

“We feel like we’re at a tipping point,” said 
Camilla Taylor, a Lambda Legal attorney who 
headed up a similar case that led to the legal- 
ization of gay marriage in Iowa. “You reach a 
point where you can no longer tell these fami- 
lies that they should hold off You lack the jus- 
tification when we reach a national moment, 
when it’s clear that our time is now.” 

A total of 25 couples from across the state 
are plaintiffs in the two lawsuits. Each couple 
attempted to get a marriage license from the 
Cook County clerk’s office in May and was 
denied based on a section of the Illinois Mar- 
riage and Dissolution of Marriage Act— add- 
ed in 1996 — that states: ‘A marriage between 
2 individuals of the same sex is contrary to the

After Obama expressed his sup- 
port for same-sex marriage, the 
couple had a talk with their son 
about their status-Briones and 
Rykhus were married in Canada, 
and that marriage is now recog- 
nized in Illinois as a civil union. 

“Most couples who’ve been 
together in a long-term, commit- 
ted relationship like we have don’t 
have to give a 10-minute explana- 
tion to their children about how 
their relationship is or is not recog- 
nized,’’ Rykhus said. “We just want 
that same recognition.’’ 




THE CIVIL UNIONS ISSUE 

Undoubtedly, one argument against these lawsuits will be that the state’s civil union law-en- 
acted in June-provides same-sex couples with the same state-level rights as married couples. 
Attorneys from both groups filing the lawsuits argue that rather than leveling the playing field, 
civil unions have served to reinforce discrimination against gay and lesbian couples. 


public policy of this State.” 

Cook County Clerk David Orr’s office is- 
sued a statement from the clerk, who is out 
of the country: “The time is long past due for 
the state of Illinois to allow county clerks to 
issue marriage licenses to couples who want 
to make their commitment. I hope these 
lawsuits are the last hurdle to achieving equal 
marriage rights for all.” 

Because the governor has voiced his sup- 
port for same-sex marriage, it’s unclear wheth- 
er the state will fight the lawsuit. Obama has 
instructed the U.S. Department of Justice to 
stop defending any lawsuits against the fed- 
eral Defense of Marriage Act, which defines 
marriage as the legal union of one man and 
one woman. 


Quinn’s office did not respond to a request 
for comment, and the Cook County state’s 
attorney’s office declined to comment before 
seeing the lawsuit. 

Currently six states and the District of Co- 
lumbia allow same-sex marriages, and the is- 
sue remains divisive. North Carolina recently 
became the 31st state to ban gay marriage with 
a constitutional amendment, and while na- 
tional polls have shown a strong swing toward 
acceptance of same-sex marriage, it has been 
defeated in all 32 states where it has been on 
the ballot. 

Peter Breen, executive director and legal 
counsel of the Chicago-based Thomas More 
Society which opposes gay marriage, said he 
would expect the state’s attorney and the at- 


torney general’s office to “defend the consti- 
tutionality of state laws.” 

“We would expect them to forcefully de- 
fend the state’s marriage law,” Breen said. “We 
will provide whatever assistance we can to 
help them in that defense.” 

Robert Gilligan, executive director of the 
Catholic Conference of Illinois, said the law- 
suits show that the gay rights advocates who 
fought for civil unions never intended to be 
content with that law 

“Civil unions afford all the benefits of mar- 
riage,” he said. “The justification for passage 
of civil unions was to get all those legal rights. 
But we had said all along that civil unions 
weren’t the issue and that same-sex marriage 
was really the issue. This clearly proves our 
point, that really what they want is marriage.” 

Breen said he doesn’t believe the equal 
protection and due process arguments are 
applicable to the issue of same-sex marriage: 
“Conceptually when you look at the founda- 
tion of the country and the fact that the folks 
who gave us the equal protection and due pro- 
cess guarantees would have rejected same-sex 


marriage, to turn around and try to use those 
same clauses to escort this new legal construct 
into existence makes no sense.” 

The two Illinois lawsuits are similar to ones 
filed in California not long after the state en- 
acted a domestic partnership law that provided 
the legal equivalent of civil unions. The suits in 
California led the high court there to rule that 
it was unconstitutional to ban same-sex mar- 
riage. But that ruling eventually was trumped 
by Proposition 8, a ballot initiative that barred 
gay and lesbian couples from marrying. 

That turn of events in California is one rea- 
son some activists would prefer to win mar- 
riage equality through the legislature, believ- 
ing it puts same-sex marriage rights on more 
secure footing. 

Knight, the ACLU attorney, said he is 
confident that same-sex marriage rights can 
be won through the state’s judicial system, 
and there’s no reason to wait for lawmakers 
to act: “When people think about their love 
and commitment to one another, they think 
about marriage. Civil unions feel like it’s en- 
tering into something for another reason.” 
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Internet dating services would 
have to provide more safety 
checks for customers under 
a measure the Illinois Senate 
sent to the governor. 


NIGHTMARE COMMUTE 

REII» BROWN AND PURPLE LINE SHUTDOWNS ON NORTH SIDE ONLY PART OF THE PROBLEM

All CTA trains on the Rcd^ Brown and Pur- 
ple lines north of downtown were halted for 
nearly three hours at the height of the eve- 
ning rush Tuesday because of an extra-alarm 
fire that broke out in a furniture store along 
the tracks near DePaul University 

Meanwhile, a Metra train struck a person 
on the Union Paeific North Line near the 
Ravenswood stop on the North Side around 
the same time, causing the caneellation of at 
least one train and delays of more than two 
hours on others. 

And a fire near the Rockwell Avenue stop 
delayed Brown Line trains around that sta- 
tion for nearly an hour, also late in the after- 
noon. 

Metra passenger Ren Davidson summed 
up the frustration of many of his fellow pas- 
sengers about the multiple delays. 

^‘Fm just trying to get on a north train, but 
I don't know if they are making some of the 
stops or all of the stops,” said Ben Davidson, 
35, who was at the Ogilvic Transportation 
Center in downtown trying to get to Rogers 
Park. “It just adds to the confusion. And the 
CTA fire makes it worse.” 

The fire that started about 3:20 p.m. at 
Roy’s Home Furnishings in the 2400 block 
of North Sheffield Avenue forced the CTA 
to halt the Brown, Red and Purple lines. By 
about 4:30 p.m., traffic going westbound on 
surrounding streets was backed up, as was 
traffic in both directions on Lincoln Avenue, 

The building suffered heavy smoke and 
fire damage, according to the Chicago Fire 



Department. Winds hampered early efforts 
to control the fire, and fire commanders 
were afraid of the possibility that the build- 
ing’s roof might collapse, Fire Department 
spokesman Larry Langford said. 

The fire was declared under control about 
6:30 p.m., but firefighters still were pouring 
water on the north side of the building about 
6:45 p.m, to extinguish the fire completely 
Deputy Fire Commissioner Michael Calla- 
han said. There were no injuries and no re- 
ports of damage to the tracks. 

As firefighters battled the blaze, com- 
muters waited for their trains to get moving 


again. Starting about 6:20 p.m., CTA trains 
still were experiencing major delays but were 
able to get past the site of the fire. 

Mairead Phelan, 22, and two friends 
boarded the Red Tdne at the Grand station 
in hopes of reaching Sheridan about 4 p.m, 
to meet a friend. But the group was told to 
evacuate at the Fullerton station. 

They were told that bus shuttles were op- 
erating, but the young women, who are on a 
summer trip to the US. from Ireland, were 
not sure which one to take. 'We’re new to 
the city; we didn’t know what we were do- 
ing,” Phelan said.

North Side woman 
returns Pomeranian 
in iife vest to owners

If he could talk, Tank the 5-year-old Pomera- 
nian would have quite a tale to tell. 

What began as a leisurely cruise on his 
owners’ 20 -foot powerboat Sunday on the 
Chicago River turned into an odyssey after 
the pooch slipped off and became lost in the 
murky water. 

Tank was wearing a bright yellow life vest, 
so Mark and Linn Lewis held out hope. But 
after searching along the river banks for 
more than seven hours Sunday into Monday, 
the St. Charles couple feared they would not 
see their beloved dog again. 

Then, after news media began doing sto- 
ries of Tank’s plight, the calls started coming 
in. 

By 7 p.m. Monday, people in Ravenswood 
Gardens and Albany Park on the Northwest 
Side called to say they had spotted a small 
dog with a life vest scampering near their 
homes. 


“It was no question it was Tank,” Mark 
Lewis said. 

After getting several calls, Lewis said he 
went through the neighborhoods about 
8:30 p.m. and met some of the people who 
spotted the dog. 

As Lewis and residents began looking for 
Tank, another caller said a different woman 
had seen Tank in a nearby park early Monday 
morning while she was walking her dog. The 
woman told Lewis she figured the dog was 
lost and took it in. 

Lewis said the woman’s family saw the 
news about Tank on television and told her 
about it. Lewis said he was only a few blocks 
away from the woman’s home and was re- 
united with Tank at 11:45 p.m. Monday The 
dog still was wearing the life vest when the 
woman took him in, Lewis said. 

She refused to take the $500 reward that 
had been offered, and Lewis said he will do- 
nate the money to a charity of the woman’s 
choice. 

“She has a small dog who is like a family 
member to her and her family and, in her 
heart, she couldn’t justify reuniting us with 
our dog and taking money for it,” Lewis said.

Bath salt connection 
in zombie-like attack? 


A naked man who chewed off the face of another man in 
what is being called a zombie-like attack may have been un- 
der the influence of “bath salts,” a drug referred to as the 
new LSD, according to reports from CNN affiliates in Mi- 
ami. 

The horrific attack occurred Saturday and was stopped 
only after a police officer shot the attacker several times, 
killing him. 

Larry Vega witnessed the attack on Miami’s MacArthur 
Causeway He said he saw one naked man chewing off the 
face of another naked man. 

“The guy was like tearing him to pieces with his mouth, so 
I told him, ‘Get off’ ” Vega said. “Tbu know it’s like the guy 
just kept eating the other guy away like ripping his skin.” 

“It was just a blob of blood,” WSVN quoted Vega as say- 
ing. “Tbu couldn’t really see, it was just blood all over the 
place.” 

Vega said he flagged down a passing police officer. 

“When the officer approached him, told him to stop, 
pointed a gun at him, he turned around and growled like a 
wild animal and kept eating at the man’s face,” Fraternal Or- 
der of Police president Armando Aguilar told CNN affiliate 
WPLG. 

Aguilar said he suspects the attacker, identified as 31-year- 
old Rudy Eugene, was under the influence of “bath salts.” 
Four other drug use instances in the Miami area bear resem- 
blances to Saturday’s attack, he told WPLG. 

“It causes them to go completely insane and become very

violent” and take off their clothes, Aguilar said. 

Dr. Paul Adams, an emergency room physician at Jack- 
son Memorial Hospital in Miami, said the drug makes users 
delirious. They exhibit elevated temperatures and extreme 
physical strength, Adams said. 

“I took care of a 150 -pound individual who you would 
have thought he was 250 pounds,” Adams said. “It took six 
security officers to restrain the individual.”

Goat, Cubs, goat 


Five friends arrive at 
Wrigley after walk from 
Arizona to break curse

After 95 days and about 2,000 miles, a 
group of five friends and a goat arrived safe- 
ly at Wrigley Field on Tuesday 

Cubs fan Matt Gregory 33, and his four 
friends began their walk Feb. 25 (Cubs leg- 
end Ron Santo’s birthday) in Mesa, Ariz., 
where the Cubs hold Spring Training. Since 
then, Gregory and his friends walked 20 
miles a day, pushing a cart that holds Wrig- 
ley, a Nigerian Dwarf goat the friends pur- 
chased on Craigslist. 

“It feels awesome,” Gregory told Red- 
Eye after arriving at Wrigley Field just after 
9 a.m. Tuesday “We all gave each other 
high-fives.” 

The group’s break-the-curse walk dou- 
bled as a fundraising effort for the Fred 


Hutchinson Cancer Research Center in Se- 
attle, where Gregory’s mom was treated for 
cancer before she died in 1999. 

“Our first big donation was from Mr. 
Ricketts,” spokesman Philip Aldridge said, 
referring to Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts. 
'We got on the radio with him on Opening 
Day, and he matched our [then-current to- 
tal of] $2,600. 

“That’s kind of where things took off 
Now we’re at $20,000 and it’s rising. The 
Cubs have been very supportive. We’ve 
been talking to {Ricketts’} assistant on a 
daily basis, trading emails.” 

Gregory said the group traveled 88 of 
the past 95 days. The friends took time off 
to watch the Cardinals- Cubs game in St. 
Louis earlier this month. Most of the time, 
the group camped out on the side of the 
road after they were done walking for the 
day. Occasionally, they stayed in hotels or 
crashed on couches. 

The weather wasn’t always kind to the 
travelers. Gregory said the group encotm- 


tered a dust storm in New Mexico that led 
to “zero visibility.” 

T'he Cubs, meanwhile, have fared much 
worse. Since the start of Gregory’s sojourn, 
the Cubs have won 17 regular-season games 
and lost 32— earning them last place in the 
NL Central Division. 

Gregory and friends hoped the trip 
would break the Curse of the Billy Goat, a 
legend that dates to 1945, when the Cubs 
ejected the owner of the Billy Goat Tavern 
and his goat from a World Series game. 

Likewise on Tuesday, the Cubs denied 
Gregory’s group permission to bring the 
goat inside Wrigley But they were allowed 
onto the field to receive a check from Rick- 
etts for $1,764, or $i for every mile they 
walked. 

Now that the journey is over, Gregory 
said he plans to go to New Tbrk City, where 
his girlfriend Lives. As for the goat Wrigley, 
Gregory said it plans to retire to a farm in 
southwest Michigan, tribune contributed.

The gist: Abrick-and-mortar restaurant 
dedicated to “elevated street food” isn’t a new 
idea (see Xoco and Belly Shack), but it sure is 
a tasty one. That’s why my taste buds perked 
up when Alexander Brunacci (of Lincoln 
Park’s successful sausage shop Franks ‘n’ 
Dawgs) opened this second spot dedicated to 
putting his own spin on street food favorites. 
His signature creativity— and love of meat— 
is all over the menu. 

The scene: It’s date-night central, even on a 
recent weekday Couples pack the wooden 
tables along the walls, which are covered with 
a local graffiti artist’s mural of flying pigs and 
other animals. A long communal table in the 
middle hosts larger groups. 

The strange: A few of the meats on the menu 
may raise eyebrows, but if you’re an adven- 
turous eater, you’ll be rewarded. Soft nuggets 
of grilled chicken liver ($9) arrive skewered 
with radishes and onions, but it’s the thick 
slices of toast— slathered with creamy radish 
and herb-flecked butter— that almost steal 
the spotlight. A grilled baby octopus gyro 
($10) with spicy chorizo sausage crumbles 
comes atop house-made roti bread that sadly 
became too soggy to eat with my hands, but

the unexpected grape and herb topping is 
worth eating by the spoonful. 

The familiar: If you want to play it safe, plen- 
ty of burgers, flatbreads and sausages keep 
things comfortable. The Tur-doggin ($10), 
a turkey and date sausage that’s become a 
Franks ‘n’ Dawgs signature, also appears on 
this menu, along with three burger choices 
(lamb, $11, beef and bone marrow, $12, and 
duck, $13). Counter all the meat with a grilled 
flatbread ($11) with roasted beets and goat 
cheese, perked up by the acidity of orange 
segments and pickled red onions. 

Bottom line: The unusual menu items are 
fairly priced, meaning you’re not investing 
a ton of cash when you take a risk and order 
something new, such as frogs’ legs ($8.50) or 
rabbit pasta ($15). If you and your less adven- 
turous friends seem to always end up at the 
same burger and sandwich spots, you still can 
get those staples here, but with upscale twists 
that make them taste brand new.
